EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The Irish Bugaboo Is Laid 


T 


HE elections which are to see the end of the 


Balfonr'Charhberlain regime in fingland 


are at hand. Within a few months the Liberals 
will be in entire control of the English parliament. 
What they will do with their newly-fotmd and 
unaccustomed power it is hard to say. They 
have lost all their grea statesmen.- The days of 
Gladstone, Bright and Cobden are over, Rose- 
berry is a flatter failure than Balfour, and Bal- 
four is pretty bad. It is possible therefore that 
Liberal control may be of but short duration, and 
whether it be -short or long really does not matter, 
for no measure of great moment is likely to be 
enacted anyw ay. 


But one interesting fact develops from the 


present crisis in English politics—the disappear- 
ance from that stage of what ma> ven properh 
be called the Irish bugaboo.

' ment in 1803 it has been a favorite practice of 


English statesmen, when their supremac) in pol- 
itics was threatened by a popular uprising to con- 
fnre up a dreadful picture of crime in Ireland. 
The troops and constabular)- were reinforced, (he 
Irish leaders were thrown ^Tito jail, and if the 
constabulary could provoke the peasantrj into 
some demonstration that might offer a feeble 
excuse for the use of firearms, resulting in the 
killing of a few score of tenant fanners, so much 


the better. The English voters, firmly convinced 
that the integrity of their country was in grave 
danger, marched solidly to the polls and Voted" 
to retain in office the "strong-handed govern- 
ment" that was putting down crime in Ireland. 


With the later years of the last century these 


measures were less frequently resorted to and 
when tfcey were the killing of peasants was not 
so common as formerly. But the arrests of lead- 
ers was a good old dodge that could not be easily 
abandoned, and many an Irish member of parlia» 
ment has languished in Kilmainham jail for no 
other reason than that one of the great English 
parties wanted to make sure of a majority in an 
. election. 


But the coming election in England, so the 


press reports say, will show that the Irish buga- 
boo has been laid—the cry of "wolf" raised once 
too often. 
Like the Republican waving of the 


• bUxxly shin" that issue has been discovered to 
be nothing but a scare-crow. 


Balfour and his cabinet are working overtime 


throwing Irish leaders into jail, but the English 
people refuse to let that time-worn ruse divert 
their attention from the extravagance, incompe- 
tenc) and corruption that has marked every step 
of the present government. And the despoilers 
of the Boers and protagonists of a protective tar- 
iff for Great Britain will soon be hunting some 
other job.
